.New Trial Granted. 
The decision in the case of Joseph 
Dade vs. Etna Insurance company j 
was handed down Wednesday by the 
supreme court. On « June 23,189*2, the 
house of the plaintiff, Joseph Dade, j 
of Gull River, Minn:, was burned to j 
the g round, the property destroyed 
being covered by a policy of $ 96 ». 
with the Etna Insurance company 
Action was broug ht to recover $ 745 
of this policy for the lo-** and damag e 
to the property covered by it. 
The 
plaintiff alleg ed that the terms and 
conditions of the policy were fully 
complied with, and the defendant 
denied this. The conditions req uired 
that notice of the loss by tire should 
be immediately g iven to the company, 
and that within sixty days an item­ 
ized statement of the value of each 
piece of property lost should be 
rendered. 
During the trial the plain­ 
tiff offered a copy of the proofs, which 
he averred had been sent by mail to 
the company, which was received as 
secondary evidence of the orig inal. 
The only foundation for the intro­ 
duction of such evidence was a verbal 
notice to the defendant's attorneys to 
produce the orig inal proofs of this. 
It did not appear that the orig inal 
was in possession of the defendant’s 
attorneys. 
It was therefore held that 
the notice was insufficient, and th» * 
secondary evidence was improperly- 
received. On the other hand, pr of 
that the req uired notice and proofs 
were properly mailed to the company 
is presumptive evidence that they 
were received. 
There was sufficient 
proof that the documents were mailed, 
but their contents must be proved by 
the production of the orig inal. 
For 
the reasons stated a new taial was 
g ranted.—Pioneer Press.

Of those elected 
in November last 202 wore members 
of the Fifty-second cong ress, of whom 
141 are Democrats, «56 Republicans 
and 5 Populists. 
There ar» » also 
elected to this cong ress 14 men who 
had previously served in that body 
of whom 10 are Republicans and 4 
Democrats. These fig ures show that 
more than two-thirds of the present 
house of representatives consists of 
men who have had previous experi­ 
ence in cong ress.

New Trial Granted. 
The decision in the cast* of Joseph 
Dade vs. Etna Insurance company 
was handed down Wednesday by the 
supreme court. 
On June 23,1892, t be 
house of the plaintiff. Joseph Dade, 
of Gull River, Minn:, was burned to 
the ground, the property destroyed 
being covered by a policy of $960, 
with the Etna Insurance company 
Action was brought to recover $745 
of this policy for the loss and damage 
to the property covered by it. 
The 
plaintiff alleged that tho terms and 
conditions of the policy were fully 
complied with, and the defendant 
denied this. 
The conditions required 
that notice of the loss by fire should 
be immediately given to the company, 
and that within sixty days an item­ 
ized statement of the value of each 
piece of property lost should be 
rendered. 
During the trial the plain­ 
tiff offered a copy of the proofs, w hich 
he averred had been sent by mail to 
the company, which was received as 
secondary evidence of the original. 
The only foundation for the intro­ 
duction of such evidence was a verbal 
notice to the defendant's attorneys to 
produce the original proofs of this. 
It did not appear that the original 
was in possession of the defendant’s 
attorneys. 
It was therefore held that 
the notice was insufficient, and the 
secondary evidence was improperly 
received. 
On the other hand, proof 
that the required notice and proofs 
were properly mailed to the company 
is presumptive evidence that they 
were received. 
There was sufficient 
proof that the documents were mailed, 
but their contents must be proved by 
the production of the original. 
For 
the reasons stated a new taial was 
granted.—Pioneer Press.

The Next House of Representatives. 


A Washington special says: 
The 
present 
house 
of 
representatives 
which convenes next Monday, will 
consist of 356 members, w hich num­ 
ber is 31 in excess of the number es­ 
tablished by the apportionment under 
the 10th census, and 24 in excess of 
the number constituting the house of 
representatives of the 52d congress. 
The admission of states during tho 
last congress added seven members 
to the house, making tho total 331. 
The political divisions of the next 
house will consist of 221 Democrats, 
127 Republicans and 5 populists. 
Two members elect have died since 
the last election—Mutchler, of Penn­ 
sylvania, Democrat, and Enochs, of 
Ohio, Republican. 
The election of 
Howard Mutchler to succeed 
his 
father restores the full Democratic 
membership, leaving only one vacan­ 
cy which will probably bo filled by 
the election of a Republican to suc­ 
ceed the late Gen. Enochs, iii tho 
Tenth Ohio district. 
Of those elected 
in November last 202 were members 
of the Fifty-second congress, of whom 
141 are Democrats, 56 Republicans 
and 5 Populists. 
There are also 
elected to this congress 14 men who 
had previously served in that body 
of whom IO are Republicans and 4 
Democrats. 
These figures show that 
more than two-thirds of the present 
house of representatives consists of 
men who have had previous experi­ 
ence in congress.

At 10:15 Gen. A. J. Warner, as pres­ 
ident of the bimetallic league, called the 
convention to order and introduced M aj­ 
or Harrison. 
He said the men before 
him were certainly in earnest. 
Some 
said they were wild; that they were 
silver lunatics. 
There had lieen such 
lunatics since the beginning of history. 
Mayor IL-trigon proceeded to deal at 
-length with the silver question.

sta tic have been given the most con­ 
spicuous positions in the agricultural 
building because they have the most 
imposing displays to make. Among 
them all Iowa. M innesota, Wisconsin 
and the tw o D akotas take 
a 
very 
prom inent position. In preparing these 
displays. W isconsin has expended far 
more money tliau any other N orthw est­ 
ern state, or than any other state In the 
Union. The total cost of gathering 
th** m aterial together and placing it 
upon exhibition 
has 
been 
betw een 
$1*5,OOO aud $18,000. The main feature 
of the display Is 1.005 glass ja rs filled 
with cereals, grain seeds, corn and all 
other grains raised upon 
the 
farm . 
They are arranged upon long shelves 
rising in tiers, 
which 
can 
Im.* 
ap­ 
proached front tw o sides. Tile whole 
I tooth, the outside 
of 
which is con­ 
structed of heavy tunis*!-, is m ade of 
W isconsin woods finished iii oil. Tile 
tim bers are m ortised together and are 
arranged iii angular brace and "cross 
cross" fashion like the tim bering of a 
bam m ade to w ithstand the ravages of 
a W estern cyclone. Each of 
these 
glass jars are filled to the brim and are 
ey miriest I in form , aliout tw enty inches 
in height aud six Inches in diam eter. I

which is recorded the nam e of the ex- j 
bibitor, th e am ount raised to the acre, I

w hile the crop was growing, in short ■ 
a com plete record and history of 
the 
specimen. In Hie center of the booth 
w hich is square in form w ith entrances 
a t the front and rear, is 
a 
fram e of 
winged fram es, iii which is recorded 
the statistics of production of each 
county in tho state. T here is also a 
com plete portfolio of m akes and figures 
giving a year's w eather record of tho 
state. The m ain portion 
of 
the ex­ 
hibit does not contain any grains iii 
the straw , but the rear portion of the 
pavilion is given up to this sort of a 
display. The ceiling of the gallery has 
some rem arkably excellent work In the 
way of decoration In w heat heads and 
straw . A t each end of the celling is 
constructed in low relief a Cupid car­ 
rying a sheaf of wheat. There are 
also num erous representations of loaves 
and flowers constructed of grain heads. 
The m ain work and the characteristic 
feature m ay be said to In* the abund­ 
ance of grains exhibited in jars. A lto­ 
gether there are 250 bushels in the 
display which far surpasses in th a t re­ 
gard the record of any other agricult­ 
ural state which exhibits here. The 
gentlem en in charge of the exhibit, J. 
M. Coburn, superintendent, and J. M. 
Gilflllaii, assistant superintendent, state 
that tho object of m aking Wisconsin 
woods so prom inent in the display was 
to indicate th a t th e northern portion 
of the* state is devoted mainly to lum ­ 
bering, aud th at the state 
should 
be 
represented as a whole. T he exhibit is 
in m any w ays the m ost imposing th at 
W isconsin lias upon the grounds and 
doubtless cost more than any 
other 
exhibit of th a t state. 
Iowa has not paid so much attention 
to lier exhibit in agricultural hall as 
she has to her exhibit in lier own state 
building. The agricultural exhibit in 
the state bidding m ay tx* said to sur­ 
pass anything upon tile grounds for a r­ 
tistic arrangem ent. This display I have 
previously described. H er display 
in 
agricultural hall is som ew hat of a faint 
re-echo of th a t in the state building, 
consisting of an A lham bm n tem ple 
w ith slender columns and balustrades 
and cupolas. I t is surrounded by 
a 
light and airy fram e w ork upon which 
the shades of variously colored corn 
have produced a very pleasing and a r­ 
tistic effect. Tw o-thirds of the entire 
booth which have w alks upon three 
sides of it. is constructed of corn and 
but little attention is paid to decora­ 
tion in grains or grasses. No one, how­ 
ever. seem s to understand outside of 
the State of Iow a how to produce so , 
m any novel effects from 
corn. The ( 
l'om peian frescoes can be seen here in 
m iniature reproduced by the judicious 
use of red. yellow and w hite popcorn. 
'I'he whole pavilion is a m anifestation 
of the ingenious In decora ton, which 
if it does not give evidence of the very 
highest taste in coloration, yet shows 
how m uch the A m ericans can m ake 
out of very refractory m aterials and 
out of very little variety. The total

Is a figure of herculean proportions 
representing N orth D akota as the god­ 
dess of harvests whose features and 
dress are m ade out of grains and grass­ 
es and other vegetable products of the 
state.

around tho exhibit presents a unique 
appearance, constructed as It is of wood, 
txjKm which Is plastered oil as lf in­ 
laid. a plentiful coating 
of 
shelled 
grains, giving it the apjK*arance of 
being entirely constructed of th a t m a­
